Writing under date of 
January 30th, the Telegraph 
Gorrespondent at.Singapore gives 
the following © story of . the!

The recent experience of, two 
English planters, who spent three 


days ‘and three nights trying to 
get out of a jungle block ten miles 
‘by: ten, illustrates the: ease with 
which it is possible to lose oneself 
in the jungle. This, particular 
aren was searched by parties total- 
ling forty European planters’ and 
aix hundred picked soolies, in ad- 
tion ‘te sundry, Chinese and 
dlay rattan cutters, and yet they 
saw nothing of thé missing men 
The Malayan jungle—the tropical 
rain forest of the botanist—is the 
thickest*fordst to be found’ any- 
where in the world except in the 
tropical belt of Africa and Sout: 
America, and it is a perfect na- 
tural maze, The encrmous height 
of the trees, and the impenetrable 
nature of the ‘undergrowth, the 


impossibility of getting any bear-|.. 


ings when the sun is obscured, all 
contribute to a total loss of any 
senge of direction, These plan-| 


«|tprs, both of whom were new to 


this estate, entered a jungle’ path, 
and made short detours into the 
jungle as the poth became 
rougher, until they suddenly found 
that the path had disappeared al- 
together, and they were hopelesly 
lost, ‘Darkness came on, and 
there was nothing for it but to 
sit down and wait for the morning. 
They saw enough ghosts that 
night to last them a. life-time, but 
otherwise were attacked by noth- 
ing’ larger . than- mosquitoes, of 
which there, were myriads. They 
were not more than nine miles 
from their bungalow,. but it was 
not until the fourth day that they 
got.a sight of the sun, and learnt 
the.-proper direction to follow. 
They. saw plenty of game tracks 
during their wanderings; but noth- 
ing more dangerous than 8 squir- 
rel worrled their path, so that 
the. perils of the jungle, at least 
‘for Europeans, appear to’ have 
been over-rated. One thing that 
the affair brought to light was the 
yemarkable caprit de corps of the 
planting community.. Tapping 
was suspended on all estates for 
sixty miles down the railway line, 


and planters and coolica swarmed |° 


on board the mail train to muster 
at the. estate where the missing 
men ,were’ employed. It was @ 
very anxious ttme for everybody 
concerned, and the incident has 
certainly taken its place among

BENAVON ARMS CASE, 


‘ALL DEFENDANTS FOUND’ NOT 
GUILTY. 


Ships’ Firemen Discharged. 

. The ease in which seven firemen 
were charged with -being in pos. 
session of arms and ammunition, 
which were found in their quarters 
when the s.s, Benavon came into 
port was concluded at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday, the - defens 
dants being discharged. 

All the defendants went into ‘the’ 
box and denied that they knew the 
arms and ammunition were con- 
cealed in their belongings. .:-~ 
| Mr. D. McCullumy addressing the 
| Magistrates, Mr. R. E. Lindsell and’ 
Major Willson, said that when the 
search officers approached the ship 
they sdw a number of! junks and 
other small craft going away from 
the. Bertavon,, He pointed out 
that some of the firemen had pack- 
ed their.belongings preparatory to 
leaving the ship, and had Jeft out 
clothing which wag no longer of 
use to'them. That accounted for 
the untidy appearance of the 
fo’castle. 

He submitted that the man who 
had anything to do with the arms 
was’ probably the No. 1 fireman 
(who .disappéared after the Bena- 
‘von berthed). It might be that he 
was using tHe packazes of other 
people to get the articles ashore.’ 

Defendants’ Canduct. | 

Looking at the conduct of ‘the 
defendants they found that they 
went ashore to a boarding house. 
It was no doubt common” know- 
ledge among seafaring men early 
in the day that arms had been 
found onthe ship, and the men 
would no doubt hear of it. . 

Yet they stayed at the lodging 
house and when the police visited 
it, they came . forward without 
hesitation.» . 

Mr., “MeCullum said that two or 
three men were only charged’ bé- 
cause they identified their‘ own 
luggage. By their own simplicity, 
arising oui of their innocence, they 
had. implicated themselves.
